Applicants wish to note to the Examiner that claim 1 was cancelled in the previous 
response dated March 5, 2001 and replaced with new claim 25. It is therefore i^plicants' 
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understanding that the remaining non-elected claims consist of claims 2, 6-17, 22, 24 and 25 and 
not claims 1, 2, 6-17, 22 and 24, as noted in the Official Action dated April 2, 2002. 

Applicants also note that they will be submitting, in the very near future, a Preliminary 
Amendment amending the claims to make them consistent with this election. The Examiner is 
kindly requested to postpone the issuance of a first Official Action in this application if the 
Examiner has not yet received this preliminary paper. 

It would be also very helpfiil to the Applicants if the Examiner would provide the 
Applicants' undersigned representative with an indication of the Examiner's deadline for issuing a 
first Official Action, if the preliminary paper has not been filed by the time the Examiner takes up 
the application for examination.
